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The repeal of the Act of the Irish Parliament, the Thirty- a.d. isrs,- 
third George the Third, chapter Twenty-nine, intituled An 
Act to prevent the Election or Appointment of Unlawful 
Assemblies. 

W HEREAS it is expedient that the law of Ireland with 
reference to public meetings should he assimilated to that 
of England : 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
5 -with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

1. A certain Act of the Miament of Ireland, passed in the 
thirty-third year of His late Majesty King George the Third, 

10 intituled “An Act to prevent the Election or Appointment of 
Unlawful Assemblies,” shall be and is hereby repealed. 

2. This Act may be cited for all purposes as the Convention Short title.
